WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—One 
of the bitterest debates in the Senate 
in months took place today when Sen- 
ator Reed°of Missouri sought to have 
the life of his investigating committee 
extended during the Summer,. with 
power to examine into any Senatorial 
elections held in 1926. 

Senator Robinson, Republican, In- 

diana, accused Senator. Reed of seek- 
ing to further his ‘Presidential: ambi- 
tions by conducting a “one-man” in- 
quiry. 
,. Senator. Reed repudiated this charge 
as.an insult ‘to his honor and branded 
as “unqualifiedly untrue’’-Senator Rob- 
inson’s statement:-that he (Reed) .“‘ad- 
vertised” for evidence in the Indiana 
investigation. The “Missourian .déiiled 
an accusation that he forced himself 
into the hospital where Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana lay ill last year. 

The activities of the: Ku ‘Klux Klan 
in Indiana came into the debate, and 
Senator Watson denied that he had 
ever been a Klan member. 

Senator .Robinson.. denounced , Reed’s 
Indiana inquiry last year as ‘‘degener- 
ating into a garbage wagon, with —* 
venerable Senator from Missouri 
the front seat. 

The resolution to extend the life and 
powers of the committee will be 
brought up again tomorrow. Doubt 
was expressed tonight that.it would be 
approved by the Senate. 


Senator Robinson Opens Attack. 


Senator Robinson opened the attack 
by declaring that “one man” on the 
Reed investigating committee came to 
Indiana three weeks before the elec- 
tion last Fall and widely advertised 
for information that mignt help defeat 
the Republican Senatorial candidates. 

“The one-man committee,” he tai 
tinued, “went first to the h 
where my colleague was confin 
the result of an automobile accident 
that. nearly eat his. life. Surrounded 
by newspaper men the court was held, 
and the venerable, gray-haired Sena- 
tor from Missouri invited. any. one. who 
wanted to testify.”’ 

‘It is generally understood,” Sena- 
tor Robinson went on, ‘‘that the ven- 
erable Senator from Missouri. is a can- 
didate for President. I would not im- 
pugn his motives, I would not go so 
far as his great leader, former: Presi- 
dent Wilson, did a while ago, in say- 
ing he was a marplot. But the ven- 
erable Senator m decide under this 
resolution to go down into North Car- 
olina next year and investigate. a Sen- 
ator in order to get delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention.

200 BRITISH IN NICARAGUA. 


Their Investments Are Valued at 


$2,500,000. 

MANAGUA, Feb. 24 (7).—The British 
nationals in Nicaragua, for whose 
benefit the cruiser Colombo is being 
sent from Bermuda, number two hun- 
dred-odd and represent $2,500,000 in in- 
vestments. Included tn these invest- 
ments are the Chontales gold mines, 
near Santo Domingo, valued at $600,000; 
the Nicaraguan sugar estates at San 
Antonio, valued at $600,000; the Anglo- 
South American Bank in Managua, 
$275,000, and the A. S. Vaughan coffee 
plantations at San Marcos, $200,000. 

Merchandise brokers with branches 
at Leon, Managua and Granada have 
investments valued at $250,000, varied 
British commercial interests at Leon 
are valued at $100,000; commission 
houses at Corinto at $75,000; coffee 
plantations in the Matagalpa territory, 
$187,000; three gold mines in the in- 
terior, $57,000, and property of British 
nationals, including Jamaicans on the 
west coast of Nicaragua, $25,000. 

Reports from the he fighting zone in the 
interior today indicated that the Lib- 
eral Generals Moncada and Mena are 
centralizing their forces for the pur- 
pose of a concentrated attack either on 
Matagalpa or Granada. 

Conservatives in Managua 
are attempting to hold a conference 
with leading Liberals here, with the 
idea of forming a delegation to proceed 
to General Moncada’s lines in an ef- 
fort to persuade him that further fight- 
ing is useless.

A fifth signature’ of Button Gwinett, 
signer of the Ne it toe of Independ- 
ence from Georgia, whose autographs 
are extremely rare and eagerly sought 
by collectors, has been found among a 
mass of old papers stored for years in 
an dutbuilding at Mamaroneck, it was 
| learned yesterday..through Mitchell 
Kennerley, President of the Anderson 
Galleries, ; 

Two days after the discovery, the 
building in -which. the autograph had 
remained so long took fire and burned 
to the ground. ‘The autograph jis‘ now 
in the custody. of. Mr. Kennerley, 
through whose hands previous signa- 
tures' have passed, and whose galleries 
will seli it at auction. 

The discovery is of utiusual interest, 
for. it. is . the. -firat. letter. ever found 
bearing Gwinnett’s signature. The 
other signatures. were -attached to 
mortgages and formal documents. The 
letter has to’ do with the beginnings 
of the American Navy, and was writ- 
ten only eight days.after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. It 
is from the Marine Committee to John 
Ashmead, who.was a clerk of Frigate 
No. 2, either building or completed, ly- 
ing at Philadelphia. 

Besides the Gwinnett signature, the 
letter bears. those of John Hancock, 
Robert Morris, Francis Lewis, George 
Read and Arthur Middleton, all signers 
of the Declaration of Independence. 


Qwned by John C. Olay. 


The letter is owned by John Cecil 
Clay, great-great-grandson of Ash- 
mead, and for many years @ near 
neighbor of Mr. Kennerley, whose 
country home is at Mamaroneck. Mr. 
Clay recently read of the high prices 
paid for the other Gwinnett signa- 
tures, the last having brought $28,500 
late last November. This was owned 
by the late Theodore Sedgwick of 
Stockbridge, Mass., and was bought by 
Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. 

An account of the sale led Mr. Clay 
to recall that there was a Gwinnett 
signature in papers formerly owned by 
his father.and stored in an outbuild- 
ing. Mr. Clay had the box taken into 
the house, and after careful search 
found the Gwinnett letter between the 
leaves of an old French periodical. The 
letter. .had been backed with stiff 
paper, apparently many years before, 
to prevent its deteriorating further at 
the folds where it had shown signs of 
breaking. None of the signatures, 
however, had been marred. The letter 
reads. as follows:

May Ask Tax Exemption Law. 


It was suggested this evening that 
having found it somewhat difficult to 
obtain from Mayor Walker and other 
members of the Board of Estimate in

MINIMIZES HOPES 
OF OUR JOINING LEAGUE 


Sir Eric Drammond Asserts the 
Monroe Doctrine Does Not Bar 
Action in Latin America.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—The hopes enter- 
tained in some European quarters that 
the United States may sooner or later 
join the League of Nations are not 
shared by Sir Eric Drummond, Secre- 
tary General of that body. 

There .was little ground, he declared 


in an address delivered before the 
League of Nations Parliamentary Com- 
mittee here tonight, for cherishing in- 
creased hopes that the United States 
would actually join the League. On 
the other hand, there was a marked 
development of cordiality in the rela- 
tions between the State Department 
and the League. Congress, moreover, 
had voted appropriations -for.Ameri- 
can delegates to three League confer- 
ences, and Americans had cooperated 
fully, either as observers of. official 
delegates in such League activities as 
health organization, the Opium Com- 
mittee and the Women and’ Children’s 
Committee. 

In South America, on the other hand, 
he. continued, there was a certain re- 
moteness from Europe and it was 
sometimes hard to —— home to Latin 
Americans the benefits of League 
membership. It was hoped that ‘the 
League Health Mission, which would 
visit South America this year would 
do something toward establishing such 
contacts. 

The idea that the Monroe Doctrine 
impeded: the action of the League in 
Latin America was entirely ground- 
less. The Tacna-Arica dispute was 
fully discussed by the League Assem- 
bly in 1920 and 1921 without a word 
of protest being raised in the United 
States, and certain Latin-American 
States joined the League on the 
strength of official assurance from 
Washington that the "Monroe Doctrine 
simply meant European Governments 
should not attempt to extend their po- 
litical systems to that side of the At- 
lantic. 

Speaking of the League generally, Sir 
Eric said the Council had gained in 
power at the éxpense of the“Assembly. 
So far as Europe was concerned, there 
Was no doubt that all the Locarno 
powers regarded the League -as the 
centre of their European policy. In 
the Balkans it had taken some time 
for the League to make its influence 
felt, but thanks to such activities as 
the settlement of the Grecian-Bul- 
garian dispute and the Greek and. Bul- 
gar refuge schemes, it might be as- 
serted that the League was now estab- 
lished in the Balkans in a way that 
promised well. for the peace of the 
In Asia an encouraging sign 
was the remarkable growth of. the 
League influence in Japan. In China, 
the Peking Government had always 
been favorable to the League. The 
Canton Government was. » waiting 
events and meanwhile had not declared 
itself hostile.

The Croatian Party of Stephen Ra- 
ditch, acting with Serbian Democrats, 
brought in a charge of terrorism in the 
recent departmental elections angmet 
Minister of the Interior Maximovitch. 

The Minister, —* is one of the strong- 
egt members of the Cabinet and long 
the chief target for oppositional at- 
tacks, took the floor in his own de- 
fense. He declared the charges base- 
less and challenged .the opposition to 
furnish documentary evidence of any 
terrorism.

The Government has convoked the 
opposition leaders to consult on the 
measures to be taken. The opposition 
insists upon the resignation of Maximo- 
vitch. His position undoubtedly : has 
been greatly weakened by the dra- 
matic: methods the opposition used to- 
day, but it will be very hard to dis- 
lodge him from office without causing 
the resignation of the whole Cabinet. 
Its majority is very slight any way. 
Maximovitch enjoys the advantage of 
standing high in the counsels of King 
Alexander, and that has greatly helped 
him to withstand the efforts of the 
‘opposition to exclude him from the 
Cabinets formed during the last few 
ministerial crises. 


King Alexander Criticized. 


It needs to be noted on the other 
hand that criticism of the King has 
been growing in Belgrade during the 
last year on the ground that he is 
exerting too much influence in poli- 
tics..

critics declared, would not alter the 
fact that the abutment and anchorage 
would seriously obstruct the beautiful 
views up and down the river. 

Commenting at the meeting yester- 
day of the Hudson River Bridge Ad- 
visory Council, held in the Port Au- 
thority offices, 75 West Street, Mr. 
Ammann indicated his belief that, the 
proposed change would not only in- 
volve an additional expense of $5,000,- 
000, but would be particularly oe 
tionable on. esthetic grounds. In this 
opinion Mr. Ammann was supported 
“by “Cass Gilbert, architect for the 
bridge. Commissioner Frank C. 
Ferguson presided at the meeting, 
which was attended by members from 
both New York and New Jersey. 


Ammann Gives Views. 
“Tentative borings made more than 
a year ago, supplemented by more 
complete recent borings at the site of 
the New Jersey tower,” said Mr. Am- 


mann, “have established beyond ques- 
tion that foundations for bridge piers 
in the river between pierhead lines 
are not feasible within reasonable cost 
and uncertain as to their safe con- 
strugtion. To be able to utilize the 
pneumatic foundation process, which 
will permit a careful examination of 
the rock bed, the New Jersey tower 
had to be located about 100 feet in- 
side of the pierhead line. 

“The New York tower, being prop- 
erly and logically placed on the rocky 
point close to the pierhead line, estab- 
lishes the length of the centre or river 
span at 3,500 feet, which is the gov- 
erning dimension for the entire 
structure.

At 
a meeting of a committee of the Wo- 
men’s League for the Protection of 
Riverside Park yesterday at the home 
of Mrs. William H. Wallace, 431 River- 
side Drive, it was voted to ask the 
Mayor and the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to start a program of 
improvement ‘‘before Spring arrives.’’ 

The start should be made on the 
abandoned bridle path and bicycle 
track, between the pavement and a 
stone wall that separates the street 
level from the slope that leads to the 
Hudson River, the committee agreed. 
This strip has been set aside exclu- 


It retains a concrete curbing that di- 
vided the bicycle track from the bridle 
path and has nothing to prevent the 
children from wandering into the path 
of passing motors. 

The committee will ask that the curb- 
ing, which is merely an obstacle to 
play and a stumbling block, be re- 
moved, and that a fence bé built along 
the edge of the pavement, thus enclos- 
ing the play space and lessening the 
danger to children. Vines to cover the 
wall and shrubbery at the base of the 
trees are suggested to add to the 


beauty of the driveway and protect the 
trees from passers-by. The. grounds 
extend from 108d to 122d Street.

“Not a thing has been done for the 
central district of Brooklyn, which is 
still inadequately served by trolley 
cars and only very partially by ele- 
vated railroads disconnected from the 
great subway systems of the city. For 
this reason the bulk of the people in 
this district are forced to pay at least 
a ten cent fare and to change cars at 
least once because existing methods of 
transportation do not take most of 
these people to their destinations. 
South Brooklyn, Flatbush, East New 
York and Williamsburg have -direct 
through track connections with Man- 
hattan. Central Brooklyn hag none of 
this. It is high time that this dis- 
crimination be corrected and the in- 
justice so long done to central Brook- 
lyn be removed. 

“This, as the committee views it, is 
the essential of any new subway plan 
for Brooklyn. The crux of the present 
needs of Brooklyn is a subway in cen- 
tral Brooklyn leading into the Borough 
Hall section and the shopping and 
financial district.

DEBT REDUCTION PLANNED 


Vice President County Says Rise Is 
Essential to Attract Investors 
and Assure Stock Earnings. 


Plans of the Long Island Railroad 
Company for financing an. improve- 
ment and debt funding ‘program of 
heirly $81,000,000 in the ‘next five 
yeers were disclosed yesterday by A 
J. County, Vice President, in testimony 
betore the Transit and Public Service 
oémmissions at a hearing, on the com- 
péeny’s application for.an increase of 
2 per cent. in its commutation rates. 
Mr. County said it was important’ to 
the success of this program that the 
application be granted and. the earn- 
ings of the railroad increased so that 
investors might be led to purchase the 
bonds which it is proposed to issue. 

Mr. County said that of this $81,000,- 
000 there would be $57,200,000 required 
for improvements in_ service and 
facilities. To meet obligations matur- 
ing from 1927 to 1931 the company will 
need $10,608,917, he said, and to finance 
the company’s present floating debt 
will require $12,904,123. The plan of 
financing, he said, was as follows:

Cites Need of Revenues. 


“This will improve the company’s 
capital structure by reducing the pro- 
portion of debt to 55 per cent. and in- 
creasing the proportion of stock to 45 
per cent.,’” Mr. County continued. ‘In 
order to meet the increased fixed 
charges due to this financing the Long 
Island must get additional revenue 
from. -o sources, first, increased bus- 
iness, and, second, increased rates. 

‘‘With the increase in rates it is es- 
timated that the return on the invest- 
ment of the Long Island Railroad in 
road and equipment on Dec. 31, 1931, 
will be only 5.27 per. cent. as against 
the Interstate Commerce. Commission’s 
fair return figure of 5% per cent. 

‘Without increased rates the esti- 
mate return would be only 3.87 per 
cent. This book investment is much 
less than the present true value of the 
property, and the return earned is 
therefore overstated. 

“If the public and the regulatory 
authorities will assist thé Long Island 
Railroad to prosper and to carry out 
the improvement program by granting 
sufficient increases in rates the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, whose financial aid 
in the past made possible the develop- 
ment of the Long Island Railroad, will 
continue to cooperate: fully. 

“The Pennsylvania will accept com- 
mon stock of the Long Island Railroad 
at par for $3,950,000 of unpaid interest 
due for a great Many years and a new 
6 per cent. preferred stock of the Long 
Island Railroad at par for the remain- 
ing $8,954,100 of floating debt instead 
of requiring payment in cash or bonds. 

The Long Island Railroad Company 
cannot finance expenditures of this 
magnitude on the basis of its present 
earnings. The method we have out- 
lined to get the larger part of the in- 
creased revenue is through an increase 
in certain commutation rates, as that 
character of traffic is using the -plant 
to almost its full capacity and is not 
yielding a fair proportionate return 
to the company. 


Outlines Desire to Serve. 


“The management of the Long Island 
Railroad is most earnest in its desire 
to give the public the best service and 
greater facilities, but with its long 
record of low earnings and restricted 
credit, the burden of carrying a large 
part of rapid transit traffic of New 
York City, and the demands for exten- 
sive improvements of all kinds, includ- 
ing grade crossing eliminations, steel 
cars and electrification, it has been, 
and is now, impossible to fully meet 
the demands made upon it. 

“It is useless to appeal to the invest- 
ing public for funds unless the Léng 
Island Railroad is given the higher 
rates to which it is entitled, so that 
it may earn a proper return.’

83 cent, of the State’s population, 

He declared’ that the mosquito-fight- 
ing or, tions were inadequate dur- 
ing unexpected rainy sé¢agons.

James E. Brooks, consulting engineer 
of the Essex County Commission, told 
the convention that it had cost only 
12 cents a year per person in his 
county for mosquito extermination.

Admiral Sims quotes the Senate 
committee report as condemning Sec- 
retary Daniels’s policy and recording 
that Admiral Sims’s requests for bat- 
tleships were not acceded to until after 
a delay of eight months. 

“The gist of Mr. Daniels’s whole 
recent article is, . briefly, .that the 
United States Government alone had 
the vision to see clearly how the war 
could be won,” he says; ‘‘that it in- 
sistently impressed its ideas upon the 
Allies, who slowly and reluctantly 
adopted them; that it advocated the 
energy and boldness that the Allies 
lacked; that it advocated and procured 
the adoption of the convoy system;

The Senators, who from the general 
appearance of their sweaters are 
called the “Barber Poles,” presented 
the same superb defense and swift at- 
tack they have always shown here this 
year. Despite their unquestioned pow- 
er, the Rangers battled them on even 
terms through ‘ree periods, only to 
have Ottawa take away the decision in 
the overtime. 

It was young Heck Kilrea, one of 
the junic- wingmen of the Senators, 
who scored the winning goal. Hector, 
taking the disk out of a scrimmage at 
the New York end, skated through the 
Néw York defense on clever stick- 
handling and whisked it through Cha- 
» bot from close up for the only goal of 
the game. The time was 5:35 in the 
overtime sudden-death session.

Bill and Bun Cook and Frank Bou- 
cher, on the Rangers’ forward line, did 
brilliant work, but always ‘were op- 
posed by a superlative Ottawa defense. 

The fray between the two leaders 
was made the occasion of special cere- 
monies which have been eclipsed only 
twics since the revival of hotkey here.

The Cuban re- 
mained cool and collected throughout 
the fierce ordeal. , When the danger 
was safely past and, by means of a 
well-timed counter stroke the cham- 
pion turned the tables, Dr. Alekhine 
found. he had no firm lines upon 
which to fall back. 

Because of the early advance of his 
pawns his position was full of ‘‘holes.” 
This gave Capablanca a free hand 
when his turn came. The defenses 
in front of thé white king were speed- 
ily shot to pieces and Dr. Alekhine 
was lucky to escape with the loss of 
two pawns. This, however, was not 
the end, for the black queen gained 
access to enemy. territory and -cooped 
up two additional pawns. Dr, Alek- 
hine played on until the forty-second 
move, when. he gave up a_ hopeless 
fight. 

Maintaining the excellent form he 
displayed against Dr. Alekhine the 
day before, Frank J. Marshall, the 
United States champion, drew a well- 
Played game with Rudolf Spielmann of 
Vienna after thirty-six moves. The 
American was called upon to defend a 
Vienna opening, with which he was 
on wholly familiar terms. He imme- 
diately bécame active with his minor 
pieces, which caused Spielmann’s 
queen to move about cautiously. 

At his fourteenth turn the Austrian 
captured a pawn which Marshall re- 
covered five moves later. The latter 
emerged in an even ending with a 
knight that had a little more mobility; 
but Spielmann had no trouble in draw- 
ing by a repetition of moves. 

Nimzowitsch Now Second. 


By winning from Dr. Vidmar of 
Yugosiavia with an irregular defense 
to a queen’s pawn opening, Aron Nim- 
zowitsch of Copenhagen moved up into 
second place, ome -point behind the 
leader. Throughout thé opening and 
early middle game Dr: Vidmar seemed 
to have decidedly the better of it, in- 
asmuch as he held possession of the 
open queen's file with his rooks. 

His queen, however, was a bit out 
of play.

CHICAGO, Feb. 24 (4).—Buddy Tay- 
lor, Terre Haute, recognized as the 
world’s bantamweight champion in IIli- 
nois and seventeen other States (al- 
most everywhere except New York), 
stepped out of his class tonight to ad- 
minister a decisive defeat . to, HDddie 
Shea, a Chicago featherweight title 
contender.

Dave Shade of San Francisco, making 
his bow as a middleweight contender 
after illness kept him out of the ring 
for nine months, won a one-sided vic- 
tory over Wolcott Langford of Chicago 
in the semi-final, but..failed to stop 
him after flooring the negro twice in 
the second round, 

Shade, once a contender for the wel- 
terweight crown, did no leading in the 
closing rounds except when certain to 
land,. The Californian was entirely too 
experienced for the Chicagoan, who 
gamely stuck to his feet although 
beaten and outclassed. Shade weighed 
157 pounds and Langford 155%.

DETROIT, Feb. 24.—Charles W. Ben- 
nett, captain and.catcher of the fa- 
mous Detroit baseball team ofthe '80s, 
who led ‘that team to its only world’s 
championship in 1887, died at his home 
in this city ‘tonight. He was 72 years 
old. Bennett is said to have been the 
inventor of the chest protector worn 
by. baseball catchers. He was a well- 
known figure in baseball circles and it 
was after him that the former home of 
the Detroit Tigers, Bennett Park, was 
named.

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DAWES HAS HIS DAV. 

The Washington correspondents agree 
that Vice President Dawes has made 
himself, to the general surprise, a 
vigorous figure in Congressional activ- 
ity. To his private efforts, which are 
reported to have been filled with a 
persuasive tact not expected from him, 
is said to have been due the wedding of 
opposites which resulted in the combi- 
nation of forces to pass both the Bank- 
ing bill and the McNary-Haugen bill. 
The explanation is that General Dawes 
awoke to the fact that the Senate was 
sadly in needof leadership, .and yol- 
unteered to supply “it. Anyhow, ‘he 
seems suddenly to have gained a great 
access of popularity, It is even hinted 
that he may supplant Governor Low- 
DEN as the candidate of the farmers 
for the Presidency. This is highly 
improbable, but there can be ‘no ques- 
tion that the Vice President has estab- 
lished himself in the good graces. of 
the Senate, which, from the date of 
his inauguration when he made his 
sensational arraignment of the Senate 
rules, had been looking at him with a 
stony glare. 

His original campaign to change the 
rules of the Senate the ‘Vice President 
can. well afford to drop for the moment. 
No argument that he advaticed could 
be half so effective as the spectacle 
which the Senate itself presents day 
after day as the session draws to a 
close. The most extreme assertions 
made by General Dawes about the 
tyrannical refusal of one Senator, or 
of two or three Senators, to permit 
the passage of a bill. which a great 
majority of the Senate desires to 
eriact, have been outdone in actual 
fact. When a single Senator arises 
and declares that he will not allow a 
pending bill to pass, so long as he can 
raise his arm or open his mouth, all 

_ that Vice President Dawes has to do 
is to sit in the chair-and smile genially 
at the demonstration that what he 
had affirmed about the rules of the 

Senate is more than justified. While 

hé says nothing, the Senate hands 

him ‘a complete and handsome vin- 
dication.

THE BAUMES LAWS UPHELD. 
The so-called-Baumes laws of 1926 

have thus far proved effective. The 
Court of Appeals now holds that they 
aré constitutional. There is no funda- 
‘ mental novelty in them. They were 
adopted from statutes and practices of 
olq date and other jurisdictions, inva- 
riably sustained by the courts, It is 
not for tender-conscienced Judges or 
District Attorneys, or jurymen to pass 
upon them or try to evade them. The 
legislative “Shall” and “must” can’t 
be whittled down to.“ may.” ' The sen- 
tences ordained are mandatory, They 
must be imposed-~ “They cannot be di- 
minished. In short, the laws mean 
what’ they say,» Persons who don't 
like.them can make. their complaints 
at Albany. 

It is well to ‘remember when the 
“seyerity” of the Baumes laws is 
harped upon that, so far as second 
and third offenders are concerned, 
there was mitigation, since the sub- 
stitution of the word “felony” for 
“ crime ” exempted a large class of re- 
peating ‘m misdemeanants.~ It is ‘well, 
too,” to remember. that before -the 
Baymes amendments the penal Jaws 
preseribed for a fourth felony a man- 
datory life-séntenve; “but refined ‘or 
— it Auay into an indeterminate 
ten-year gentysiog, Thin” tbeth "of the

We hear évery “now 
and then laments over the number of 
prisons that’ will -have to ‘be built if 
old offenders are to, be so.rudely dealt 
with. So long as the Baumes laws 
are not monkeyed with} perhaps they 
will continue to prove a diminisher 
and deterrent of felony. If not, “the 
stolid bourgeois” may prefer paying a 
little higher tax to provide a perma- 
nent home for these angels to having 
them as uninvited guests in his home 
or being shot down by them on the 
street. 


MOSCOW’S DILEMMA. 

Sir AusTEN CHAMBERLAIN’s note of 
protest and warning to the Soviet 
Government would be a document of 
the gravest importance if addressed 
to any other first-class Power. When 
one Government finds it necessary to 
warn another that “there are limits 
“beyond which it is dangerous to drive 
** public opinion in this country,” it 
spells crisis. For the Soviet Govern- 
ment, however, the normal standards 
of international propriety do not hold. 
Allowance must be made for pretty 
Fanny's ways at Moscow, and it is 
CHAMBERLAIN’s. contention that Great 
Britain has shown such forbearance 
and patience under “ unendurable 
provocation.” Last year, when a 
drive was on in the House of Com- 
mons for breaking off relations with 
Russia, the move was opposed by Sir 
Austen. - He admitted that the of- 
fense existed, and that if it were then 
a question of recognizing the Soviet 
Government or signing a trade agree- 
ment, he would be opposed to it. He 
feared, however, that the abrogation 
of existing relations would create new 
discord in a Europe badly in need of 
peace. Today it is the British view 
that even such considerations must be 
disregarded. 

The British note has no difficulty 
in disposing of the threadbare fiction 
by which the Soviet Government dis- 
sociates itself from the activities: of 
the “independent” Communist Inter- 
national. No competent. observer of 
Russian affairs has ever taken that 
distinction seriously. The Russian 
Communist Party through its Polit- 
buro is at the same time the real 
master of Russia and of the Third 
International.. When STaLIn and Bu- 
KHARIN defeated the Trotsky-Zinoviev- 
Kamenev combination in the recent 
struggle for control of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, there followed automatically 
the departure of Zinovievy from the 
head of the International and Kamez- 
NEV’s honorable exile as Ambassador. 
To insist that when BuxKHartn ‘hails 
the British coal strike and Canton’s 
war on “foreign imperialists” he 
speaks as a member of the Communist 
Party and not as a force in the Soviet 
Government is puerile. On this point 
Sir Austen takes the same stand as 
RaMsay MacDonaLp when the latter 
was Prime Minister; and the citation 
of MAcDona.d’s protest against Rus- 
sian propaganda.is.not.the least adroit 
feature of the present note. 

Even more skilifulyis one item in 
the. British. charges of Soviet propa- 
ganda. It concerns a recent criticism 
by KAMENEV directed against his own 
Government. KAMENEV accuses the 
present Communist leaders of think- 
ing too much of domestic affairs and 
not enough’ of the world revolution. 
At first sight this would he an argu- 
ment for the Soviet Government, but 
it cannot avail.itself of it. If Sratim 
and his associates were free to speak, 
they would point out that KaMENEV 
represents’ the recently defeated fac- 
tion. He, with Trotsky and ZINOvIEv, 
was outvoted in the great debate on 
the question whether socialism can be 
brought into being in a single country 
or must. be preceded by the world rev- 
olution,, SraLin insisted that Russia 
could solve. the problem for herself; 
and his policy is undoubtedly directed 
toward Russia’s national interests. 
But the exigencies of. Communist poli- 
tics are such that STavin, while at 
heart a ‘nationalist, must cry world 
revolution. or incur the enmity of the 
Communist faithful, ; 

This is the dilemma .which the 
Chamberlain note now creates for the 
Moscow leaders. Great Britain has de- 
Clared that she will no longer stand 
for defamatory propaganda at Mos- 
cow. even, if it be primarily intended 
for home consumption. The Soviet 
Barernapegt must “up its mind, 

at least as far: ‘asthe, tone of its in· 


ternational utterances are concerned, 


whether it will speak like a national 


State attending’ to its own’ business or 
‘Vike the leader of @ world revolution. : 
What Stain would like to do there is 


little doubt. He wants to build up 
Russian industry, ‘cut down prices, rid

Statesmen have a way of coming 
back from vacations full of energy and 
aspiration. ; They can hardly wait for 
the steamer to dock before announc- 
ing to the ‘gaping world their plans 
for its redémption. Not so Mayor 
Wavker.' He has nothing) new /for 
reporters. In vain they ply him with 
questions about his subway plans. He 
has: “none.” The situation ‘hasn’t 
changed, ..His.. mind. :hasn’t. changed. 
Everything: is as it was long months 
ago. Nothing counts but the con- 
tinued building of new independent 
lines. ‘For that there must be funds, 
and the Legislature must come to the 
rescue. All else—routes, operation, 
unification—are mere fancy, and he 
won't “carry. to Albany any. dreams.” 
Even .granting to the Mayor a pro- 
found knowledge of Freudian civics, 
the transit realities remain. Some of 
the realest things known are these: 
The $300,000,000 of the city’s credit 
frozen in the present subways because 
the city’s investment is not self-sup- 
porting; the unconscionable waste in- 
volved in building a new system to 
compete with the old, instead of one 
designed and constructed to be oper- 
ated jointly with the old; the $14,- 
000,000 the taxpayers of this city are 
paying out every year to meet the 
subway deficit. These are every bit as 
real as the shovels the Mayor talks 
about. 

The true dream-stuff is the idea 
that the Legislature holds the only 
key to transit relief. So is the assump- 
tion that those who ask for a plan 
are either lack-wits ordefeatists. Like- 
wise a dream is a five-cent fare on 
subways costing $4,000,000 a mile. All 
this is sheer illusion, too reminiscent 
of days and doctrines that should long 
since have been forgotten. But one 
day should not be forgotten, and that 
was January first a year and more 
ago when the popular new Mayor said, 
in his inaugural address: “ Let us have 
“better transit facilities; this Admin- 
‘istration will not seek to glorify it- 
“self at the expense of delay in this 
“most essential necessity.” 


A NEIGHBORLY ENVOY. 

The first public address of the first 
Minister from Canada to the United 
States, VINCENT Massey, was a felici- 
tous statement of the relations in 
which these neighbors find themselves 
—relations which are and have been 
for. a century “an example to the 
world.” They live in peaceful rivalry, 
with no thought of a merger. The 
idea of fusion belongs “to the sphere 
of the antiquarian or the humorist.” 
Existing friendship rises on a frank 
recognition of differences in outlook 
and in the ways of doing things. 
These differing characteristics give 
color and vigor to what might, under 
attempted assimilation or standardiza- 
tion, become an ‘anemic cosmopoli- 
tanism.” The spirit of true sportsman- 
ship in which both “play the game” 
of national life gives the surest: prom- 
is. of the future. 

The individuality of Canada stands 
out in clearer features and with 
greater dignity in its own new rela- 
tionship within the empire. The unity 
of the British Empire is stronger than 
ever in the increased autonomy of its 
component parts. With the. dimin- 
ished efferent control from the centre, 
afferent loyalty of the Dominions has 
new incentive, and may be expected 
to increase, This change in Imperial 
status removes any “inferiority com- 
plex” that may have existed in Can- 
ada’s attitude, and inspires an even 
greater respect on the part of the 
United States. What America, most 
ardently and perilously sought for it- 
self, it-most respects in others. Can- 
ada, on the other hand, with all the 
American democratic ways of her 
people, retains something of royal 
manner with her new independence. 
The combination is one’ that appeals 
even to those who affect to disdain 
all court trappings. The “Lady of 
the Snows” comes into her own with 
regal.ermine upon her shoulders. 

Her Envoy Extraordinary is able not 
only: to represent the practical inter- 
ests of Canada but her cultural aspi- 
rations, Mr..Mass&y-is a Master of 
Arts of Baliol, that venerable mother 
of scholars. He knows, too, the 
rough ways of the life that pushes its 
frontiers’ tovard the Pole and clears 
the forests as. Louis Hemon describes 
the advance in his“ Marie Chapde- |‘ 
laine.”

So long as a 
great multitude continues to. have ‘su- 
perstitious ideas about the causes and 
cure of disease, so long will healers 
flourish in the land; whether they are 
or are not permitted to call themselves 
doctors.

TAXING TRAVEL. 

Members of Congress are receiving 
many letters and appeals to reduce or 
remove the taxes on travel, imposed 
as a war measure. The theory was— 
and apparently still . persists—that 
travel is a luxury, and that a tax on 
Passports and on steamship and rail- 
way fares falls only on the rich. It 
happens that those to whom these 
taxes are the greatest hardship are the 
tens of thousands who visit Europe 
for educational purposes, and to whom 
the several fees of $10 apiece exacted 
for the passport and visas are genu- 
inely burdensome. From them come 
most of the complaints against the 
present system. Incidentally, they are 
the persons who derive most benefit 
from their travels. 

Senator CopeLAND, speaking against 
passport fees, has again made a plea 
for the abolition of the passport sys- 
tem, save in emergencies... He re- 
minds us that before the war pass- 
ports were superfluous, save for a 
few countries. Were it not for com- 
plications that might arise in connec- 
tion with the immigration laws, they 
would, in fact, be unnecessary today. 
But in our efforts to prevent the 
illegal entry of aliens the use of pass- 
ports is practically indispensable. Not 
only must American citizens have 
them as proof of their nationality, but 
the very fact that we must continue 
to demand passports of foreigners im- 
plies that foreign Governments will 
continue. to demand passports of 
Americans. 

This is no reason why high charges 
need be made either for obtaining 
passports or for having them viséed. 
Prior to the war the State Department 
charged only $1 for issuing a pass- 
port. Today the fee is $10. Although 
the State Department derives large 
revenues from passports, there is no 
reason why the cost cannot be re- 
duced to $3, or even less. The move- 
ment for cheapening visas has long 
been under way. It has to depend on 
negotiations with the separate foreign 
countries. Americans passing through 
Belgium, for example, need not pay 
for a visa. China charges only. $2, 
whereas the European nations charge 
an average of $10. A school teacher 
wishing to visit several countries on 
the Continent is therefore likely to 
have to pay almost as much for her 
passport and visas as for her steam- 
ship ticket. 

Although most of the European na- 
tions at first objected to the high fees 
and blamed us for refusing to reduce 
them, they soon found that the number 
of Americans visiting their countries 
greatly outnumbered the Europeans 
visiting America. Each nation col- 
lected a head-tax of $10 from every 
American tourist, and its nationals in 
return paid a similar head-tax for 
visiting America. The advantage lay, 
and still remains, with the foreign 
Governments. Even though our Gov- 
ernment could well afford to cut down 
this source of revenue, the European 
nations are reluctant to see the visa 
put on the “free list.” Yet the re- 
moval of this tax might 80 increase 
tourist travel as to compensate for 


the loss in revénue.

If the theatre in 
New York is not 
well behaved, it is 
nobody’s fault. 
There are still 
some admirers of dubious plays (usu- 
ally connected to those plays by the 
purse-strings), but most people agree 
that there are a few derelicts which 
should be scrubbed up or thrown out. 
However, nobody can be found who 
is responsible for the uncouth behavior 
of the admittedly naughty. 

The blame has been passed along 
from actor to playwright to producer 
anc back again, but something, per- 
haps the fear of jail, keeps the per- 
son whose conscience tells him he is 
guilty from admitting that the fault 
is his. Actors who have: got publicity 
out of the noble gesture with which 
they turn down a part that they deem 
immoral contend that those who ac- 
cept their leavings are blameworthy. 
But actors without private means are 
thankful to get a job, even one that 
does not smell like the rose. 

A tacit admission of the responsibil- 
ity has been made by, the producers 
in their organization and in their back- 
ing of the Ames plan for self-regula- 
tion of the theatre. But among them 
there is one, a powerful and prominent 
figure, who has refused to support it. 
He rejects the idea that the producers, 
who, of course, are the financial back- 
bone of the theatre, should be. recog- 
hized in their essential function. 

According to him, they are simple 
and .innocent-minded,* with a. childish 
interest In the theatre. They like to 
put on shows just because it is such 
fun. If shrewd ‘playwrights come along 
with an interestirig iooxing play and 
persuade them to produce it, the 


snow-white lambs must not be scolded. 
They are so easily deceived that when 
a dramatist assures them that his 
scabrous ‘scene is pure, they take his 
word for it without bothering to read 
the script.

DISHEARTENING FORECAST. 


Proximity of Uranus to the Equator 
Presages Cyclones and Hurricanes. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the recent storm had hit this coast 
inthe middle of Summer, there would 
have been much. more damage and loss 
of life because of outdoor amusements. 
Had this storm visited the Middle West 
in Summer, crops would have been de- 
stroyed. In fact, almost irreparable 
losses would be suffered during a Sum- 
mer storm of the ferocity of the one 
the Atlantic Coast has just experi- 
enced, 

Those who are interested in protect- 
ing their outdoor interests by insur- 
ance against the elements will profit 
by the following information: 

The equinoctial storms of March 21, 
or thereabouts, every year are caused 
by the sun going over the Equator on 
its northward passage. We all know 
this, but it is not common knowledge 
that any planet going over the sensi- 
tive mid-point between our poles 
causes an atmospheric disturbance ac- 
cording to its nature. There are other 
sensitive points that can easily be de- 
termined by calculation which reveal 
the place on the earth at which the 
energies thus stirred up will be most 
destructive and violent. 

During the war, to cite an instance 
of the effect of a planet on the Equa- 
tor, the world was deluged by exces- 
sive rains. It was lamely explained at 
the time by the suggestion of heavy 
firing in Europe; but Jupiter was at 
the Equator, and Jupiter is the rain- 
maker of mythology, and mythology 
was merely personified astrology—the 
science which holds the most accurate 
method of long range weather fore- 
casting. 

Yesterday’s storm was due to a 
rather rare combination. of the - posi- 


tions of the sun, moon and Mars, stir- 
ring up the watery element. 
-But we have not yet seen the half of 
it. The planet Uranus will. be within 
one degree of the Equator for more 
than ten months, cr, middle 
of next — 2* eg will ng wind- 
storms fires of great proportions 
that will. be the most —— since 
1885, at which time, from October, 
1884, to October, 1885, Uranus. occupied 
this same position.

I am not rural, but suburban, never- 
theless I would not favor any proposed 
system of State support of public edu- 
cation that did not insure to every boy 
and girl of school age opportunity for 
at least an elementary education, but 
I think the present dole system of dis- 
bursing money by the State to school 
districts on a Faculty per capita basis, 
regardless of assessed valuation, has 
little if.anything to commend it. 

For twenty-eight years I have been 
President of the Board of Education of 
the Dobbs Ferry school district, which 
has an assessed valuation of over 
$8,000,000, and we are, like all other 
suburban and rural districts, receiving 
“State aid.” Why or upon what prin- 
ciple such a system is maintained is 
past my comprehension. 

I have recently received a circular 
invitation from the Associated School 
Boards and Trustees to the Board of 
Education of Dobbs Ferry to become a 
member of that association. One in- 
ducement offered for joining the asso- 
ciation reads: 

This year our association is using 
every means in. its power to secure 
additional State aid by the passage 
of Senate Bill No. 235, introduced by 
Senator Dick, which provides addi- 
tional State aid of $18,500,000. This 
bill, if passed, will give’ substantial 
aid to cities and union free school 
districts throughout the State. 

Such a plea as this is no compliment 
to the membership of Boards of Edu- 
cation or the people whom they repre- 
sent. 

Every intelligent citizen knows that 
the State has no money to disburse in 
support of education, or for any other 
purpose, other than that which it 
exacts from the people through some 
form of taxation, and therefore it fol- 
lows that such money asthe State 
contributes toward the cost’ of public 
education in a given school district 
must first have been taken from the 
taxpayers of that district, in whole or 
in part—all of the money it returns as 
“State ald.” In very many instances 
it takes much more from a district for 
the support of public education ‘than it‘ 
returns. 

Why not evolve a system through 
which 75 per cent., or even more, of 
the cost of public education in school 
districts having an assessed valuation 
of $190,000 or less, and 50 per cent, in 
districts having an assessed valuation 
of $250,000 or less; will be mét by gen- 
eral tax and let all school districts and 
other political divisions defray the cost 


communities, and if such a system is 
not feasible and practical, why not in- 
clude the entire cost of public educa- 
tion in the State budget and raise suf- 
ficient money to meet such cost by a 
general tax?

Right to Protect Discussed. 


The Government contended in argu-

The opinion then cited the preamble 
of the Tariff act of July 4, 1789, the 
first tariff measure enacted, which de- 
clared it necessary to levy. duties for 
the “protection of manufacturers.” 

“Following this act,”’ the opinion 
said, “‘a legislative policy of protec- 
tion for the shipping and-industries of 
the United States began, a policy 
which has continued through every 
general tariff revision act, and in 
many customs administrations and 
other acts from that time to the pres- 
ent. For 138..yeara. this legislative 
practice has persisted unchallenged 
and apparently with the approval of 
the people.” 


MUSSOLINI PREVENTS 
FERRERO TOUR HERE 


Refuses a Passport to Italian His- 
torian for His Proposed 
American Lecture Trip. 





Guglielmo Ferrero, Italian historian, 
has been obliged to cancel, for the 
time being at least, his proposed lec- 
ture tour of forty American univer- 
sities and clubs because of the refusal 
of Premier Mussolini. to issue a pass- 

rt to him, it was said yesterday by 

is lecture manager, Charles I. Reid 
of 250 West Fifty-seventh Street. 

The historian has written him, said 
Mr. Reid, saying: “In reply to my 
protests and insistence, Mussolini fi- 
nally replied, asking me as a personal 
favor to him not to insist for the mo- 
ment on goi. -to America. Later, when 
matters will be more calm, we shall 
see.”” Ferrero adds: ‘The Government 
seems to fear my passing the frontier. 
Fo? the moment therefore I am vir- 
tually a prisoner in Italy.” 

“You. can judge hence what _ rich 
fruits have been reaped for our liberty 
by the great war,’’ is the concluding 
paragraph of the letter. 

What Mr. Reid thinks may possibly 
be an indication that Ferrero expects 
some significant change in the situa- 
tion in Italy is contained in another 
passage in Ferrero’s letter: 

“T will watch the situation closely 
and will seize the occasion of any 
change, always possible, to obtain the 
desired passport, but it is not possible 
to make any guess as to the epoch in 
which such change is likely to ‘take 
place.”’ t 

Mussolini’s rcfusal to’ allow him to 
come to America brings to a climax 
the unsuccessful efforts of the Italian 
historian to lecture outside of Italy. 
Last December passports were 
Ferrero and his wife to visit Geneva, 
where. he was scheduled to lecture. 
According to Mr. Reid there are in- 
dications in Ferrero’s silence on Fas- 
cism in his current writings that the 
relations between Ferrero and the 
Fascist Government have not been the 
most cordial. He has not touched on 
this question, certainly vital to a his- 
tofian of his stamp, Mr. Reid pointed 
out, but has contented himself with 
discussions of such distant subjects as 
the Chinese situation. 

Mr. Reid thought it possible that Mus- 
solini had refused permission to Fer- 
rero .to. visit the United States for a 
lecture tour under his management be- 
cause he — the lecture tour of 
Genera} pino Garibaldi, an anti- 
Fascist —— last year. Garibaldi, 
however, avoided all reference to Ital- 
ian politics on his visit.

One Hundred “on ‘Sinking. Craft, 
Leap to’ Other Vessel as “Her 
Captain Holds, Fast'to Wreck. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 24 (%. — The 
Chesapeake Bay Line steamer City of 
Annapolis sank after a collision “with 
its sister ship, the City .of, Richmond, 
in Chesapeake Bay, near the mouth of 
the Potomac’ River early today, ‘but 
of the 200 persons imperiled only one

The ship’s records showed 100: per- 
sons aboard, torty-seven passengers 
and a crew of fifty-three. Ninety- 
nine. were found safely on the decks 
of the City of Richmond after the City 
of Annapolis sank. 


The palatial liners, which nightly sa-. 


luted each other 100 miles down the 
bay' on the route between Baltimore 
and West Point, Va., loomed from the 
fog like spectres this morning. The 
whistle notes which ordinarily wafted 
courteous greetings swelled to bellow- 
ings of disaster. The ships met not 
quite head-on at an angle which sent 
the bow of the City of Annapolis 
glancing off, and drove the knife-like 
prow of the City of Richmond fifteen 
feet into her sister’s port side, just 
in front of the forward gangplank. 

Miss Starkey occupied cabin 79, di- 
rectly in the path of the Richmond's 
rending prow. Another passenger, 
Marshall Lee of Baltimore, awoke to 
find the prow of the City of Richmond 
in his stateroom and the cabin_ filling 
with water and steam. He escaped 
with a wrenched. back. 


Captain’s Coolness Saves Lives. 


Passengers praised the cool-headed- 
ness of Captain H. E. Welling of the 
City of Richmond, in ordering his ship 
held firmly in the breach which had 
been cut in the side of the City of 
Annapolis. This, it was believed, pre- 
vented the stricken liner from sinking 
immediately, and enabled passengers 
from the City of Annapolis to 
scramble directly to the deck of the 
City of Richmond. 

Statements of both Captain Welling 
and Captain G. C. Clay of the City 
of Annapolis, made when they reached 
Baltimore, were substantially alike. 
Each said the other had ———— sud- 
denly from the dense fog. had 
sirens sounding and —— to re- 
verse their engines, es it was too 
late. 

The City of Richmond left Baltimore 
at 6 P. M. yesterday, and the City of 
Annapolis left West Point, on the 
York River, at about the same time. 

Miss. Starkey was returning home 
from Almond’s Wharf, Va. Her body, 
it was believed; remained in her cabin, 
seventy feet below the surface of the 
water. 

Aside from Lee, three others report- 
ed themselves injured. They were Miss 
Mozelle Collier, 20, of Richmond, who 
fell into the water and suffered from 
exposure; J. D. Land of Richmond, and 
Abraham Polan of Charleston, W. Va., 
who were bruised. Land and Polan 
‘were passengers on the City of Rich- 
mond, and, Miss Collier was aboard 
the City of’ Annapolis. All except Lee 
declined medical attention. Lee was 
taken to a Baltimore hospital. He 
had crept on his hands knees to 
the City of Richmond from his berth. 


Rescuer Withholds Identity. 


A man who disappeared before his 
name was learned saved Miss Collier's 
life when she was pushed over the side 
of the City of Annapolis while at- 
tempting to scramble aboard the City 
of Richmond. 

*I only had time to put on a coat 


over. my night clothing and then run 
on deck,’’ Miss Collier said. ‘Some of 


the women were screaming, but others pany 


were.calm. Men were standing on the 
decks. of both boats, handing the wo- 
men and children from one to the 
other. I thought I could get across 
without any assistance, and it nearly 
cost me my life. So many people were 
crowding’ and pushing each other, try- 
ing * get. to the City of Richmond, 
that I was shoved off the deck and 
fell into the water. The man must 
have: seen me. fall, for he jumped in 
after me. He held me up and helped 
me reach the rudder chains of the City 
of Richmond, where we clung until a 
rope was let down to pull us up.”

SER FIRE HAZARDS 
AT CONEY 1 ISLAND 


Underwriters — Survey to 
Show More Protection Is 
Urgently Needed. 


CALL FORCE UNDERMANNED 


Declare Damage to Avenue Z Bridge 
by Storm Adds to the 
Danger. 


That Coney Island is in urgent need 
of bette fire protection was the 
opinion voiced yesterday by experts in 
the fire insurance world after having 
read a report on.the survey just com- 
pleted for the New York Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

Just ag the survey, was — the 
board received notice from the Fire 
Department that the bridge spanning 
Coney Island Creek on Ocean Park- 
way, south of Avenue Z, is unfit: and 
unsafe for the.use of visiting fire de- 
partment apparatus. The crippling of 
this bridge, due to.the recent storm, 
ig giving the Fire Department officials 
and fire insurance men much concern. 

According to an official of the New 
York Board of Fire Underwriters, there 
is no desire to spread unnecessary 
alarm, but the board feels the city 
should study carefully and act prom 
ly on the ——— — made 
the ex . Barbour was Chair- 
Man and William B.. White, Secretary 
of the committee which submitted the 
report of the survey. .In.commenting 
on the report, Mr. White said: 

“At present the.fire fighting force on 
Coney Island is woefully unmanned 
both as to personnel and apparatus. 
More men are needed at once. It has 
been evident for a long time that the 
high pressure system on Coney Island 
was inadequate. An appropriation of 
‘$400,000 has been made by the city for 
the erection’ of a new high pressure 
station. This much-needed improve- 
ment should’ be pushed. to ‘completion 
at the earliest possible moment. 

“The pavement of Harway Avenue, 
which leads into the centre of. the -is- 
land, is in very poor repair and in bad 
weather is practically impassable. 
This leave virtually enly one depend- 
able way of getting apparatus into the 
island by way of ——— Parkway, 
which is at the extreme easterly end. 
That the Parkway is also unreliable is 
demorstrated -by the damage to the 
bridge at Avenue Z, making it unfit 
for travel by the Fire Department. 
Until this bridge is repaired the de- 
partment will encounter serious obsta- 
cles in moving apparatus.” 

The principal recommendations made 
by Messrs. Barbour and White to city 
officials are as. follows: 

“Properl- man Engine Companies 
244 and 245 by assigning to each pla- 
toon an officer and eight. men. 

“Equip Engine Companies 244 and 
245 each with a motor aerial truck 
manned by an officer.and six men. 

“Establish an additional engine com- 
near the Seagate section. This 
is called for by the increasing popula- 
tion, congestion and - -s3sible isolation 
of the western section.”

MUST PAY $59,406 
TO JEWEL CARMEN 


Fox Film and Vandeville Com- 
panies Cannot Take Judgment 
to Appeals Court.

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—-The Fox Film 
Corporation and the William Fox 
Vaudeville Company must pay a judg- 
ment of $59,406.21 obtained by Jewel 
Carmen, a film star, the Court of Ap- 
peals denying to¢ay their motion to 
appeal. 

The judgment. was obtained in New 
York County on May 25, 1925, and the 
Appellate Division, First Department, 
affirmed the decision from which an 
appeal was. sought. 

The actress alleged a conspiracy be- 
tween the two companies involving 
malicious interference with a con- 
tract: made by her with the Frank 
A. Keeney Pictures Corporation.’ Miss 
Carmen attracted the attention of the 
Fox Film Corporation in California 
when she was under age. She had a 
contract with it, but later repudiated 
this and went with the Keeney Com- 
pany. She alleged that the Fox Cor- 
poration made representations to her 
detriment and that she was deprived 
of earning $43,000 under the’ Keeney 
contract. 

When the plaintiff-made her contract 
she was 20 years old and did not have 
the: legal capacity to make such an 
agreement ‘in this State. It was al- 
leged that.she had the right to rescind 
her contract on reaching her majority.

A developed film shows musical notes 
in terms of lighter or darker horizontal 
bars, the variations being due to mag- 
nitude of sound. 

The presentation of the film is the 
reversal of this process. A standard 
projection machine, to which a repro- 
ducing unit has been added, is used, 
and the picture is shown in the usual 
way. The reproducing unit includes a 
light focused through a slit on to the 
sound record of the film. As the sound 
record passes this slit, the constant 
flow of light shining through it is in- 
terrupted. Light variations are thus 
made, and these are changed into elec- 
trical variations which are amplified 
and reproduced through loud speakers.

MISLAID IN‘ FILES FOR YEARS 


Members’ Divided Now on Question 
of Continuing Fight—Evans 
Resigns as President. 

oops ... 


Philip Evans has resigned as Presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change’ after a ‘stormy ‘administration 
following the discovery that this in- 
stitution, through a strange error, had 
been operating thirty-five years on the 
mistaken assumption that it was pro- 
tected by a court decree in the use of 
its most essential facilities—the tickers 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 

The Consolidated learned, while en- 
gaged in defending a suit brought by 
the New York Stock Exchange to 
compel the Western Union Telegraph 
Company to remove the tickers, that 
& permanent injunction obtained in 
1887, which has been the basis of its 
resistance in the: present litigation, 
was vacated in 1891 by an agreement 
between attorneys for the Consolidated 
and the New York Stock Exchange. 
This agreement, in the form of a stip- 
ulation between the attorneys, had re- 
posed thirty-five years, without the 
knowledge of the Consolidated’s pres- 
ent attorneys, in a. file entirely sep- 
arate from that which contained the 


main body of records of the original 
litigation. * 


Produced by Western Union. 


The existence of this agreement was 
revealed by counsel for the Western 
Union in a Dill of particulars which 
they furnished the Consolidated some 
time ago. The immediate effect is to 
deal a severe blow to the Consoli- 
dated’s case, probably to force the dis- 
solution of the Exchange and to write 
the final chapter in a series of law 
suits between the “big” and “‘little’”’ 
exchanges extending over a period of 
forty years. 

Mr. Evans, whose resignation as 
head of the Consolidated has just been 
accepted by the Board of Governors, 
said yesterday that he was retiring to 
devote more time to his personal af- 
fairs and to take a much-needed rest. 
He had no comment to make regarding 
the unexpected developments in the 
Consolidated’s defense of its ‘‘injunc- 
tion tickers.”” He said he understood 
that the Consolidated still expected to 
continue in business. He has been 
succeeded by Valentine Mott, who was 
First Vice President. Mr. Evans has 
been elected a member.of the Board 
of Governors. 

Members of the Board of Governors, 
it was learned yesterday, are divided 
over the question of the attitude to be 
maintained by the Consolidated in the 
litigation initiated by the New York 
Stock Exchange some months ago. 
One faction, it is understood, is deter- 
mined to continue the fight on the 
theory that the attorneys, long dead, 
who signed the stipulation in 1891 re- 
sulting in the vacating of the perma- 
nent injunction, acted without specific 
authority, and that the institution as 
a corporation is not bound by such 
action. 
continue the litigation would be a 
waste of time, and that facing the 
ultimate loss of its tickers the Con- 
solidated should retire from the field 
after completing the liquidation of its 
assets. 


No Step to End Suit. 


Just how serious is this dissension 
could not be learned yesterday, but 
there has been no formal step toward 
ending the suit. Mr. Evans, although 
he would not discuss the matter, is 
understood to feel that the Consoli- 
dated has not been deprived of the 
use of its tickers through the dismissal 
of the permanent injunction in the cir- 


cumstances and that further resistance 
to the Stock Exchange’s suit would be 
justified. A temporary injunction, it 
was pointed out yesterday, was issued 
following the dismissal of the per- 
manent restraining order, but there 
never was final action on this. 

The Consolidated has taken the posi- 
tion that the New York Stock Ex- 
change’s contentions, set up in the per- 
manent injunction proceedings, lost 
their force through the operation of 
the statute of limitations. Attorneys 
of that Exchange, it is understood, do 
not agree with this reasoning, and their 
present action has been based upon the 
theory that a new state of facts now 
exists and that there is ample legal 
warrant for the Exchange’s action. to 
compel the Western Union to remove 
the tickers from: the Consolidated 
quarters at 14-16 Pearl Street. 

While the permanent injunction upon 
which the ge agg has been rely- 
ing thirty-five years to protect in in 
the use of the tickers was vacated in 
1891, the Consolidated, it was ‘said 
yesterday, was amazed at:the discov- 
ery of the order. Various ‘intervening 
suits affecting the use of the tickers 
have been fought with the understand- 
ing that. that injunction was still ‘in 
effect. The Consolidated’s building, at 
Broad and. Beaver Streets, recently 
sold as a site for a skyscraper office 
building, was built at “gy expense 
under. the impression t the New 
York Stock Exchange.

‘Without the tickers the Consolidated 
could * have operated. They fur- 
nished the security quotations which 
were indispensable in the conduct of 
its business.

Loree’s Next Move.

Gold Imports Halted. 
An almost complete reversal of con- 
ditions prevalent in recent weeks has 
terminated, at least for the time, the 
flow of gold to the United States, 
which ran to exceptionally high fig- 
ures in January. In England the price 
of gold and exchange rates have now 
so adjusted themselves that no trans- 
fers from London to the United States 
have been reported for a week. France 
apparently has decided that the $20,- 
000,000 gold sent here some time ago 
is sufficient for her purposes. Canada, 
which sent large amounts as a result 
of exchange conditions, has ceased 
gold exports, and the other countries 
which had been furnishing supplies 
have completed such operations for 
the time. Net imports of gold to date, 


however, remain far above the figures 
of this time last year, and there is no 
indication of any outward movement 
in the near future.

The report of the Federal Trade 
Commission absolving . the. General 
Electric Company of a monopoly in the 
public utility. field submitted to the 
Senate on Wednesday had little effect 
on the stock market yesterday. Gen- 
éral Electric stock.was off slightly and 
stock of public utilities: in. which it for- 
merly was interested. showed only 
slight changes, General Electric offi- 
cials declined to comment on the re- 
port, saying that the Federal. Trade 
Commission had_ still to report on the 
commiercial activities of the company. 

Although the General Blectric offi- 
cials did not wish to comment until the 
commission had completed its investi- 
gation, the view was expressed. in 
financial circles that the report prob- 
ably was a source of congratulation to 
General Blectric officials. It was esti- 
mated that the investigation has cost 
the General Electric Company as much 
as $200,000-in actual outlay and in loss 
of time by employes and executives. 

Discusses Pyramiding of. Control. 

“One of the problems of public in- 
terest concerning some of the targe 
power groups,”’ the report said, ‘‘is the 
degree to which pyramiding has been 
carried in building up a series of hold- 
ing companies over the underlying op- 
erating companies, so ‘that in one in- 
stance there is less than a million- 
dollar investment in: the management 
of the voting stock of the apex holding 
company giving in 1925 full control of 
the organization of the group of-scores 
of underlying com es and several 
hundred million dollars of investment. 

“As extensive grouping of electric 
power companies brings their business 
into the field of interstate commerce, 
it presents a problem that calls for a 
legislative consideration by Congress,"’ 
the report declared. — 

The commission: found that by dis- 
posing of its holdings in the Electric 
Bond and Share Company in 1925 the 
General Electric had divested itself of 
its interests in the power and light 
field. General Electric accomplished 
this end by distributing stock in a new 
holding company controlling the Elec- 
tric Bond and Share Company share 
for share to holders of General Elec- 
tric stock. The commission found that 
last October 79 per cent. of the stock 
was still in the hands of the persons 
who originally received it. 


General Electric’s Position. 


Discussing the extent to which the 
General Electric’: Company had con- 
trol in the public utility industry in 
December, 1924, just before it disposed 
of its electric bond and share holdings, 
the report said: 

*‘Reports regarding the principal sta- 
tistical facts of interest were obtained 
from operation companies producing in 
1924 over 95 per cent. of the electric 
energy generated in the United States. 
Of this total, the General Electric in- 
terests had 12.5 per cent: of the entire 
capacity, 11.8 per cent. of the electric 
energy generated and 9.6 per cent. of 
the. number of customers. While no 
other . stock interest afforded these 
percentages of the total-industry, two 
of the largest groups, North American 
and Insull, were not very far behind, 
and the various large holding com- 
panies taken together had several

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Spot Operations Here and at 
Liverpool Cause Strength 
in Early Sales 


REACTION WIPES OUT GAIN 
March Touches High Level for the 
Movement Before Market Runs = { 
Into Cotton, 


Larger spot interests stopped the 
greater proportion of March notices in 
circulation, and this, with another rec- 
ord day’s spot business-in Liverpool, 
caused an early advance in cotton yes- 
terday. On the opening call March 
went into new high ground for. the 
movement, but above the 14-cent level 
for near months the market again ran 
into cotton. <A slow, sagging reaction 
not only wiped out the-early gain but 
left final quotations 3 to 5 points lower 
on the day. The volume of business 
fell off sharply as the higher price 
level restricted both commission house 
and mill buying. Spot sales at South- 
ern markets aggregated 45,000 bales at 
generally unchanged prices. 

Throughout the season the March 
position in New York has proved an 
attractive month for hedging purposes 
for Southern spot dealers and a large 
quantity of cotton stored at various 
points has been hedged here. During 
the recent liquidation of March con- 
tracts many of these hedges were cov- 
ered and put forward, but it is aoe 
erally estimated that a substantial 
terest still remains outstanding. 

The local running stock increased to 
222,000 bales, which is within a few 
thousand bales of the record for the 
last ten years. The New York stock 
“reached 228,000 in February, 1925, the 
previous high figures being attained 
in 1916 with a total of 335,000 bales.

WORK IN COTTON BELT 
HINDERED BY WEATHER 


‘Conditions Are Only Fair in the 
Winter Wheat Sections of 
the Country.

The weekly weather report released 
in Washington yesterday by the United 
States Department of Agriculture fol- 
lows: 

“In the northwestern cotton belt, 
particularly in Oklahoma, the soil con- 
tinued too wet for work and the usual 
farm operations are much behind an 
average season, but in the southwest 
the generally drier weather was favor- 
able in Texas, where plowing was re- 
sumed. There were still some cotton 
pickers in the northwestern area, while 
a little cotton was planted in extreme 
Southern Texas, with much land ready 
for this crop in the extreme’southeast- 
ern cotton belt. 

“Over the manor portion of the Win- 
ter wheat belt fields were bare of snow 
during ‘most’ of the ‘week, although 
there was a good covering in the upper 
Obio Valley districts and over the mid- 
dle Atlantic area. Some unfavorable 
thawing and freezing. conditions were 
reported in the northwestern portion 
of the belt, and some heaving in parts 
of the Ohio Valley, but these were not 
widespread, ah t crop con- 
tinues apparently in sa’ con- 
dition in most sections. In the lower 
Missouri Valley fields are greening up 
and, they are furnishing turage” in 
parts of Kansas, although continuing 
bare in the northwestern nga of 
that State.”

The Senator said-he had been some- 
what at a loss what to talk about, as 
he felt it might be indelicate to discuss 
farm legislation with the McNary- 
Haugen bill “lying on a desk in the 
White House.”

He ad- 
mitted the dangers of fire and the 
fact that the question of the taxation 
of timber lands is in a far from satis- 
factory state. 

Throughout his speech the Senator 
stressed the need of research in the 
reforestation, paper and pulp fields, 
and he went into details of what had 
been done so far, by the Government 
and privately, along those lines. Hard- 
ly a stage of. the paper and pulp busi- 
ness, he asserted, had not been materi- 
ally aided by research work in recent 
years, but the work that had been 
done, he held, was but a start in the 
right direction. 

He declared that the paper and pulp 
men did not have to worry about their 
raw material, as it could be replaced, 
differing from’ coal, oil and metals in 
that .respect.... At-the-same-time he 
sounded the warning that mill men 
have not! gone in’ for reforestation as 
they should have done, and hence the 
haul ‘of raw’ material.to the mills was 
growing longer and longer. He also 
told the diners: 

“Our timber requirements. cannot be 
met from virgin timber... The supply 
is not great enough.”’ 

Predicts New Indrstry. 

He gave facts and figures of the ap- 
propriations that have b-en made by 
the Government for the prevention of 
forest fires and the growth of that 
service, and in the concludi part of 
his speech said: 

“May there not come_a time when 
farmers will contract with pulp mills 
to grow .pulpwood, just as they now 
contract with canners to grow peas 
and tomatoes.”’ .
